Labor Leaders Warn Government

Ald to Widowed Mothers 

The house discussed at length the 
act te provide assistince to widowed 
mothers. The principle of the act 
was in. no way questioned in the de- 
bate ich followed the motion for 
second reading presented by Hon. Mr. 
Boyle The stand of the opposition 
and the cross benches, however, was 
that the bill should be broadened 
to include more classes than widows 
or of wives whose husbands were in- 
sane, in the care of families. The 
act provides for a pension of $3 week- 
ly to each child, and it was conceded 
by the government that this sum 
might not be adequate for all needs, 
The plan would involve the municipal- 
ities bearing, half the expense of such 
aid and in addition provide a relief 
officer to help administer the act lo- 
cally. 

Dr. J. S. Stewart introduced a reso- 
lution of the Lethbridge commiesion- 
ers asking that the act be extended, 
to Include all children receiving aid, 
and that the province Assume 75 per 
cent. of the total expense of such an 
act, 

The act was given a second reading. 
The house in committee of the whole 
again took up the act regulating bil- 
liard rooms, but made little headway 
before an adjournment to hear the 
that legislation be brought strictly up 
to date.

Assistance to Widowed Mothers 

In explaining the act granting as- 
sistance to widowed mothers support- 
ing children, Hon. J. R. Boyle spoke 
of the absence of such “poor houses,” 
as were unfortunately necessary in 
older countries, and it was hoped these 
institutions would never be required 
in Alberta. Some time it might be 
essential to have legislation making it 
compulsory for members of a family 
to support other members of the 
family. In the proposed act assistance 
would have to be determined largely 
by individual cases. Legislation prob- 
ably could not deal with all cases. 

It was not an act which was pre- 
sumed to be perfect. However, it was 
what the government considered a 
step in the right direction. 

Mr. Gilmour thought perhaps the 
bill would not give assistance to wives 
who were deserted, or the wives of 
prisoners. 

Jas Weir wanted to know upon 
whose recommendation the act had 
been drafted. 

Mr. Boyle said certain men’s or- 
ganizations had discussed the subject 
and the government had considered 
the necessity of such legislation, an4

Urges Larger Scale 

Gen. J. S. Stewart, Lethbridge, ad- 
vocated a larger scale of pay to moth- 
er’s. He referred to the scole pro- 
posed by the miners’ federation of 
$50 a month to the mother, $19 a 
month for the first child and a grad- 
uated scale for the other children. 

He objected to the municipalities 
being called upon to assume a large 
share of the expense. In the case of 
Lethbridge city over $800 was already 
being paid for a share of taking care 
of neglected children. He favored the 
Kovernment assuming the liability and 
spreading the charge over the pro- 
vince, 

Geo. Hoadley claimed it to be en- 
tirely a state obligation that chil- 
dren be given a chance to live and 
develop under favorable conditions. 
Education and health were state du- 
ties; they could not be localized. It 
was not a matter of protecting the 
mothers—the obligation was that of 
taking care of the child. 

Dr. Stanley thought the bill offered 
very little improvement over exist- 
ing legislation, Women should not 
be humiliated by having to ask for 
assistance. Where the income of any 
home be cut off, the mother should 
automatically come under the act. 
The funds should be provided by the 
provincial treasury. 


Premier ies 

Premier Stewart felt the discussion 
would be helpful to the government. 
Personally he wanted to see every 
child given a chance to develop prop- 
erly. He pointed out that heretofore 
the province had been without satis- 
factory information on the subject. 

During the last year, the premier 
said he had given the matter much 
thought, and, in addition, had per- 
sonally investigated the mothers’ pen- 
sion plan overseas. He agreed that 
the cost should be distributed, and 
that a weekly allowance might not 
be always satisfactory. However, he 
could not see how the act could be 
made to serve the best interests with- 
out individual investigation, Cases 
would inevitably vary and should be 
dealt with on their merits. It was 
difficult to have a specified amount 
of pay for all. 

Furthermore, & had been urged 
in many channels that the government 
very widely enlarge the workingmen's 
compensation act, and if this were 
done the necessity of having such an 
act as the mothers’ pension would not 
be nearly so pressing. 

The premier thought the municipal- 
ities could arrange to assist in the 
work. He felt that the question of 
charity was hard to avoid, and for this 
reason it was essential to test by leg- 
islation just how the plan would work 
In all earnestness he wanted all chil- 
dren to feel that they have the same 
claim on the state that they had on 
their parents. 

State contro! was the ideal, the pre- 
mier conceded, but such legislation 
was on trial and the great extent of 
the province and the widely varying 
conditions made it necessary to pro- 
ceed carefully, 

Hon, J. R. Boyle drew attention to 
the fact that the discussion was dwel- 
ling on the most extreme phases of the 
situation to be met by the measure 
and felt that general benefits would 
result from its enactment, On his 
esien the act was read a second 
time.

The cold snap prevailing in Kd- 
monton continues to be general 
all over the west, and the wea- 
forecast is for continued 
cold, The coldest recorded in 
the clty in the 24 hours up till 
noon Thursday, was 22 below at 
7 a.m,., and at noon the thermo- 
meter registered 14 below.

Tand Reclamation 

The minister of the interior pre- 
sented a bill to establish a reclama- 
tion service for the purpose of re- 
claiming land by dratnage in accord- 
ance with drainage acts passed in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. Mr. J. A. 
Robb drew the attention of the gov- 
ernment to a cablegram from London 
which appeared in the Montreal Ga- 
zette, stating that “there fe little hope 
of the discrimination against Canada 
in the matter of imports being re- 
moved,” and adding that Lioyd Har- 
ris and I. N. Jones, of the Canadian 
trade commission, 
strong representations to Premier 
Lloyd George and Sir Albert Stanley, 
president of the board of trade, 
“showing clearly where diecrimina- 
tion exists.” Sir Thomas White said 
he had no official information on the 
subject, but he took the liberty of 
doubting if Great Britain would dis- 
criminate against Canada in favor of 
the United States or any other coun- 
try. He felt assured that’ Great Brit- 
ain was doing everything possible to 
promote and fiucilitate trade between 
Canada and the mother country.

‘D. D. Mackenzie, the op) ition 
leader, inquired as to a statement in 
the Ottawa Journal that under a new 
order-in-council, which is to be re- 
troactive, any deserter who had been 
fined less than $250, could be re-

Hon. Arthur Meighen said that the 
order-in-council did not provide for 
the punishment of individuals who 
had already been punished, but in the 
old order-in-council there had been no 
provision for fining desertérs. The 
order-in-council was designed to enact 
that wherever fines had been imposed 
consistent with the magnitude of the 
offence, nothing further was intended, 
but where this had not been the case 
the law would take its course.

Object to Giving Less Beourlty to 
Wives Who Do Not Reside 
in Province 


Asking that the Dower law be not 
weakened by the amendments that 
are being brougnt down this session, 
a delegation from the Local Council 


of Women of Edmonton, and of Cal- 
gary, waited on Attorney-Goneral 
Boyle and discussed the proposed leg- 
islation with him Thureday morning, 

Although the minister stated that 
ho had not drafted the amendments, 
he supported them, aaserting that 
justice should be done to all, By the 
present act, the lenders of money 
and the mortgagé companies were not 
protected, which, he claimed, they 
had a perfect right to be. People who 
bought and invested in homes also 
had a right to be protected, and this 
they were not by the present law, 
whereby the unknown wife might step 
in at any time and claim the pro- 
perty. 

Mrs. W. M. Davidson, of Calgary, 
claimed that many of the women who 
needed the protection of the dower, 
were outside of the province, and this 
fact should not be held against them 
in the way of defending theif rights. 
Anything jess than the dower law 
of 1917 would be nothing, she claim- 
ed. They had gone out through the 
province and asked for the votes of 
the women, Btating that the govern- 
ment which had supported their rights 
in this initial legialation might be 
depended on to follow that up. She 
| said that the circumstances were not 
different now from the time that the 
legislation was put on the statute 
books in 1917, and the women would 
not like to think it was just brought 
about at that time to get votee.

The deepest impression left upon the 
mind by the dignified and significant 
performance of the Furbes-Robertson 
Amateur Players at the Empire last 
evening, was of the sonorousness and 
strength, the melody and sweetness of 
the English language. Not in its com- 
non usage, Sobbled and spluttered or 
flattered and shieked, but as spoken 
by every player of the three one-act 
plays of last evening. The details of 
stage craft, though oot without value 
as training, fade into insignificance 
compared with the life-long benefit 
these pupils of Mrs. Ethel Reese 
Burns have received in learning how 
to speak. 

Upon thie foundation were tald the 
krowledge, the skill, the practice of 
the detafled art of the drama which 
gave the tone to this fine exhibition of | 
serious work an the part of the Forbes 
Robertson Players. 

One must, however, confess to some 
slight surprise at the choice of the 
comedy with which the bill opened, 
entitled “A Pretty Piece of Business.” 
Its date was obviously early Victorian 
and its vocabulary and idioms were 
g0 old-fashioned as to sound stilted 
and unnatural to ears accustomed to 
the clipped directness of today. Either 
clothe the actors In high stocks and 
mutton chop whiskers, crinoline and 
ringlets, or let them use the forms of 
expression in which their emotions 
would express themscives at present. 
To use such cumbersome = specch 
added to the initial difficulties of the 
players, but when they were well 
warmed to their work, this stiffness 
Msappeared. Miss TAlNan = Parnell, 
upon whom the curtain rose, made a} 
pretty picture and arranged the plot 
by which her coquettish friend, Helen 
Gorman, shall pretend to be tn love 
with her pensive brother, Tom Dalkin, 
in a manner that convinces every ex- | 
perienced play-foer that something is 
to happen.

The next play was a really remark- 
able exhibition of native histrionic 
talent, a digplay which fairly trans 
cended the amateur cinss. The play, 
“The Bishop's Candlesticks,” repeats 
in little the story of the convict Jean 
Valjean and his saintly bishop friend 
told by Victor Hugo in “Les Miser- 
ables’ Mr. A. D. Barnes as the bishop 
and Mr. B. C. Davis as the convict, 
each gave such vivid reality to these 
characters as sripped the audience 
into that tense silence which ts the 
best applause. The final tableau call- 
ed out, not merely a friendly, but a 
genuine manifestation of applause 

The parts of the maid and the 
Dishop’s sister were well taken and 
effectively costumed by Miss Mollie 
MacDonald and Miss Grace Leeman. 
Ian Campbell made a brief appearance 
as the Sergeant, its extt being especi- 
ally well managed. 

The last play, “The Maker of 
Dreams,” was a delightful bit of fancy 
greatly enhanced by incidental music 
by the orchestra, which, under the 
leadership of Mrs. Jean Atkinson, also 
furnished some pretty melodies be- 
tween the acts. 

Miss Mollie MacDonald, the fttte 
Plerrette, gave an exhfdftion of such 
beautiful rendering of her fines as 
lingers long in the memory.

Negotiations between allied and 
German financial, economic and mili- 
tary missions have been in progress 
at Spa for some time, but there has 
been no intimation from _ allied 
sources that anything in the nature 
of a crisis had developed there.

period of the war—is arousing 
very keen interest among the re- 
turned men, A somewhat lively 
exchange occurred on the proposal 
of the mover of the resolution— 
the member for Vegreville—that 
it be stood over until Tuesday. 
The member for Alexandra, Mr. 
Lowery, the member for Medicine 
Hat, Mr. Spencer, and the member 
for Lethbridge, Dr. Stewart, in- 
sisted that the resolution be dealt 
with at once, suggesting as a rea- 
son that it was one likely to create 
trouble if left in abeyance. Pre- 
cisely what was the nature of the 
trouble they did not state, but 
hinted that delay might cause a 


very grave situation. The tone of |

m the nature of the discussion 
it appeared that there had been a 
good deal of discussion of the mat- 
ter ‘‘out of court,’’ and there were 
some expressions of a hope that 
the resolution would be with- 
drawn, This the mover gave no 
intimation of any intention to do, 
and the prospect is for a free ex- 
change of opinion on the whole 
subject of aid to the soldiers, 
though when it is likely to take 
place is rather uncertain. 

A bill proposing to grant assist- 
ance to widowed mothers brought 
out an expression of the sentiment 
of the House on the question of 
advanced social legislation. Brief- 
ly, the bill provides that a widow- 
ed mother who makes representa- 
tion to the relief officer of a com- 
munity that she is in need of 
financial support shall be given a 
grant of three dollars per week 
per child, the Provinee paying half 
and the municipality half. In in- 
troducing the measure the At- 
torney-General said it was one 
made necessary by the transition 
from pioneer conditions to those 
of a more complex social order. 
The Province had not as yet had 
to adopt poor law measures, 
though as population increased 
this would doubtless become neces- 
sary, The present bill was offered 
as a measure dealing with one 
class of unfortunate citizens who 
required and deserved help. The 
amount of assistance named in the 
bill was not insisted upon as being 
correct, and was subject to altera- 
tion in committee. There followed 
a general debate, notable in that 
no speaker questioned the prin- 
ciple of expediency of the bill. 
On the contrary the line of critic- 
ism ran in the opposite direction, 
It was urged that the bill, being 
intended to afford assistance to 
families whose bread-winners were 
no longer supporting them, should 
be made to include all families in 
this predicament; the family 
which had been deserted, the fam- 
ily whose proper provider was in 
prison, the family who were in 
need because the husband and 
father was aninvalid. Nor was the 
unmarried mother forgotten, the 
claim of the child being urged as 
the consideration which should 
determine action in that case. The 
amount of assistance proposed was 
condemned as totally insufficient 
to meet the needs of a family; and 
strong ground was taken by some 
Opposition members that the Pro 
vince should provide the whole 


amount of the relief. Exception 
was also taken to the provisions 
of the bill which require a woman 
to admit a condition of need in 
order to secure the benéfits of the 
measure. In whatever precise 
form the bill emerges from com- 
mittee, the impression given by the 
preliminary debate is that the 
House is entirely sympathetic to- 
ward legislation looking to the 
relief of the unfortunate as a duty 
of the state and would support a 
much wider measure and one 
granting much larger assistance 
than that proposed.

WHY A FIXED PRICE ON WHEAT?

ernment at Ottawa to get off the 
farmers’ backs and give them a 
chance. He made at least two svecific 
recommendations—the wiping out of 
the tariff on implements and machin- 
ery needed in agricultural production, 
and the guaranteeing of a price for 
the 1919 wheat crop. By the first re- 
commendation Mr. Dunning sought 
by cheapening the cost of machinery 
to enable simail farmers to partly 
make good the loss of man-power, and 
by the second to establish a basis of 
credit to enable farmers to secure ma- 
chinery and enlarge the scope of their 
operations, 

Mr. Dunning succeeded in getting 
the duty off small tractors, but that 
Was all, The government said world 
‘conditions assured a high price for 
; wheat for some time to come, and, 
although there was a guaranteed price 
\to the wheat growers of Great Britain 
;and of the United S ates, the Can- 
;adian government declined to assume 
the risk which the British and Am- 
erican governments had taken and 
asked the farmers to take the risk 
themselves. At the same time the 
Ottawa government spent thousands 
of dollars in newspaper advertising 
and in the printing and circulation of 
literature exhorting the farmers to 
Produce! Produce!! Produce!!! The 
government called and urged for 
Greater and still Greater Production, 
and assured the farmers they stood in 
no danger of sustaining any loss. 

The farmers took the government 
at its word. They put forth prodigious 
efforts and largely increased the acre- 
age sown in the spring of 1918. Then 
|throughout that year they labored 
early and late breaking up new land 
and preparing it for the crop season 
of 1919 with a view to an even greater 
crop acreage this year. It was a war 
| measure, preparing for all future con- 


{continued erection of new munition 
and war equipment factories, and the 
letting of war contracts, which went 
on without interruption during 1918. 

There was this difference, however. 
|The munition makers and manufac- 
turers of war equipment were not 
|satisfied to accept the assurance of the 
|government that they would sustain 
no loss in the event of peace being 
declared, and they insisted upon and 
obtained the inclusion in their con- 
jtracts of a clause protecting them 
against loss and bankruptcy should 
peace be declared. The farmers, on 
the other hand, relying on the assur- 
ances of the government went ahead 
and did their best. 

The farmers, however, had to take 
risks which no manufacturer had to 
| provide. The farmer faced all the 
risks of drought, frost, hail and other 
climatic conditions which might mean 
total loss. Nevertheless he went 
ahead, Thousands of farmers who put 
every possible acre in crop in 1918 did 
not get a crop at all, or a very meagre 
one. The guaranteed price in 1918 
did not put money in their pockets. 
They had, could have, no protection 
against such losses. They assumed 
|}iabilities both for 1918 and 1919, and 
}unless the government makes good its 
| moral promises and fixes a price for 
this year’s crop these farmers are 
brought face to face with most acute 
firancial difficulties, if not complete 
disaster. 

The Ottawa government assured the 
farmers that they would be protected 
by world conditions But what has 
our government done to secure that 
protection for them? The ink of the 
signatures on the armistice papers 
was hardly dry before the United 
States government has secured the ap- 
pointment of the head of their Food 
|Control administration as chairman
